Much Speculation About a Ten-Dol- 
lar-a-Day Guest at the Sherman. 
The interesting tenant trom Thursday to 


Saturday night of last week of one of 


the most expensive suites in the Sher- 
man House was a graceful, well-dressed 
young woman, petite and am ber- 
haired, who arrived the first of the above- 
named days and caused herself to be registered 
as “Miss Shober, Cincinnati.” The young 
woman came alone, but lost no time in finding 
a companion of her own sex and about the same 
age, whom she promptly installed as her friend, 
familiar and constant associate in the expensive 
apartments above named. The psir came reg 
ularly to meals, took occasional carriage drives 
upon the boulevard, and for the space of two 
days lived merrily but modestly at a $10-a-day 
rate, which met the entire approval of their 
host and ali others concerned. 

With the people of the hotel Miss Shober 
beld no communion tijl Saturday evening, 
when she paid ber bill and intimated that she 
would be extremely obliged for a small loan. 
She said that she had come to Chicago to meet 
ber uncle, a lawyer of Helena, Mont., but, 
failing in this, had run short of funas. The 
uncle, whose name is also Shober, was 
a frequent and familiar guest at the hotel, 
which be had left but a few days before Miss 
Shober arrived. A telegram to Helena brougbt 
back the response that if the young woman 
could identify berself satisfactorily she would 
be abundantly supplied with money from the 
avuncular purse. — 8 , 

Saturday night Miss Shober left ber rooms at 
the hotel with her friend. Both bave contin- 
ued to take their meals there, however, and 
are still the daily ornaments of that more or 
less festive board. 

In connection with these facts there is an in- 
teresting story from Cincinnau. Friday, April 
18, Ab Ruhman, representing himself as treas- 
urer of the Canton, O., opera-house, went to 
Cincinnati and took roome in company with Oas- 
sidy, a theatrical agent, at a second-rate hotel. 
The two spent several days there, in which time 
Rubman’s ready funds became exhausted and 
he sent a note to a well-known school for 
young ladies in the fashionable suburb of 
Clifton, which, it is said, brought Miss Emma 
Shober, a prepossessing young woman, and 
understood to be an heiress to $300,000, to 
his room. Frequent visits are said to have 
been made to the hotel by the 
young woman, and, in the meantime, Ruh- 
man's theatrical friend, in a burst of confi- 
dence, informed the clerk of the hotel that 
Ruhman bad struck a soft snap and was 
playing it for ali the money there was 
in ft.“ Subsequentiy Miss Shober is 
said to have spent the night in Ruhman' s 
room and the following day both left the city. 
The facta became generally known about a 
week after, and communication with a man at 
Canton, O., at the time elicited the following 
explanation: “The details of the sensa- 
tional elupement of Mr. Ab Ruh- 
man of Canton and Miss Emma 
Shober of Carroliton created intense excite- 
ment here this evening, and is the sole topic of 
conversation all over the city. I called at 
Rubman’s house this afternoon and learned 
that he had not been at home for two 
months. A visit was then made 
to the St. Cloud Hotel, where Ruhman 
was found in his room. At first be denied all 
knowledge of the affair, until a copy of the 
paper was shown him and the article read, 
After considerable hesitation and thougtit he 
said: ‘In justice to my wife and myself I 
guess I had better make a clean breast 
of the entire matter. Miss Shober and I were 
married some time aga, and concluded to keep 
the matter quiet. About three weeks ago 1 
made a trip to Cincinnati, and from 
there went to St. Louis and Kansas 
returning to Cincinnati last Satur- 
day. My wife called to see me several 
times at the Walnut Street House, and we con- 
cluded to go to her home at Carrollton and ad- 
mit our marriage to her folks. Last Monday 
we went to Columbus together, where 
she stopped off to visit friends, in- 
tending to join me here in a 
few days. Since the matter has 
leaked out I will telegraph her to come on to 
Canton at once.“ Suiting his action to the 
words, Ruhman went to the telegraph office 
and sent a message to his wife advising her to 
come here at once in order to set mat- 
tors right. HRuhman belongs to an 
old and respected family of Canton, 
His father is dexud, and his mother, brother, 
and brother ‘n-law own a large clothing store 
here under the firm name of Ruhman, Ernst 
& Co. During the winter the firm had a 
branch store at Carrollton, where Ruh- 
man was employed as a clerk. Here he 


met Miss Shober, and an intimacy arose which 


resulted ina secret marriage. Ruhman was 
treasurer of the opera-house here for a few 
months about two years ago, but 
since then he has had no connection 
with the house whatever. For several 
months past it has been rumored here 
and at Oarrollton that Ruhman and Miss 
Shober were married, and that after Ruhman, 
Ernst & Co. closed their Carrollton store, about 
two months ago, Rubman made frequent visits 
to Carrollton. Ruhman says the story told 
by Cassidy is false, and that he first became 
acquainted with the latter when Cassidy was 
traveling with Oliver Doud Byron, and he 
(Ruhman) was employed at the opera-house 
here. Ruhman locked himself up in his room 
at the hotel this evening and proposed to re- 
main there until his wife arrived with 


the marriage certificate, when they 
would go to their house at Carroll 
ton. Miss Sbober is tbe daughter . 
a bankrupt banker of Carrollton, who com- 
mitted suicide about 8 year ago. She is being 
educated by her grandmother, who is wealthy, 
and whose sole heir she is. Ruhman’s family 
fee! greatly mortified at the exposure. Nothing 
is known bere of Miss Shober being in Chicago.”’ 
At the time Ruhman and Miss Shober left Cin- 
cinnati it is said she drew $6,000 from the bank 
on which they are supposed to have traveied 
up to this time. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Failure of the Chicago Paper Firm of 
Dwight Bros. & Co.—A Great Strike 
of Coal-Miners Threatened. 

Dwight Bros. & Co., a paper firm doing 
business at Nos. 179 and 181 Randolph street, 
made a voluntary. assignment yesterday after- 
noon about 3 o’clock, Henry Tifft, an attor- 
ney, with an office in Room 722 new Opera- 
House Block, being chosen by the members of 
the firm as assignee. The choice was approved 
by Judge Prendergast of the County Court, 
and the assignee at once filed bis bond of 
$100,000, A. T. Gault and H. T. Birch sureties, 
with the Clerk of the court. The firm was 
composed of Timotby L. Jr., William C., and 
Agnes L. Dwight, the latter the sister of the 
other members, and bad been in existence 
about ten years. It was well known, and had 
in previous years a good trade, but 
lately—in fact. for same time past 
—business bad been depressed, margins 
on sales were small, and collections slow. In 
view of this, therefore, the firm concluded 
that the best thing to do was to make an as- 
signment. The document filed in tne Record- 
er's office about 4 o'clock yesterday contained 
no schedule, but stated generally that the lia- 
bilities were $85,000 and assets $50,000. A short 
time previous to the assignment the firm con- 
fessed judgment in favor of tne National Bank 
of Illinois for $12,609. At the office of 
the firm it was stated that the assets con- 
sisted of stock to the amount of $25,000 
and bills receivable and accounts to the same 
amount. The members of the firm, who live 
in Evanston, were not accessible yesterday aft- 
ernoon, but Mr. Edwards, bookkeeper for the 
firm, stated that the liabilities consisted 
mainly of accounts owing to paper 
mills and Eastern paper firms, but that as yet 
no led statement could be made. It was 
not considered best by the firm, he said, in the 


face of the prevailing depression in business 


willing to make whet statement was possibie 
today. The accounts and bills receivabie were 
mainly among small country dealers. The 


firm did a business chiefly in coarse wrapping- 


paper, and was highly esteemed by other firms 
in the same line, The Messrs. Dwight 


were regarded Be sharp, shrewd 
men of business, and had good credit. 
Mr. William ©. Dwight, one of the partners, 
who traveled for the firm, has been in very 
poor health for the last eight months, and his 
sickness is one of the causes aésigned for the 


firm’s failure. They sre also said to have bad 
considerable money locked up in mills at Ster- 
ling and Marseilles, III. They did business 
chiefly with Western houses and carried a 
stock worth some $30,000. Great surprise and 
regret are expressed iu the trade at the failure. 

Edward D. Morris, a dealer in giass at No. 204 
Clifton street and No. 349 Wabash avenue, 
confessed judgment yesterday in the amount 
of $3,198 in favor of Abraham Edwards, and 
the Sheriff closed him up on an execution. The 
stock on hand in both places would not aggre- 
gate in value to exceed $1,000. Morris’ main 
business was the preparation of stained glass 
for residences and churches. 

The employés in the bindery of the John 
Morris Company of Chicago struck yesterday 
morning, not on account of waves, but be- 
cause they objected to a new foreman, who, 
they claim, is unfair“ and an enemy to 
their interests. About ninety men, women. 
and boys went out. Arrangements have been 
made to fill their places in a day or two, and 
business wil! not be interfered with. 

A number of laborers employed at the works 
of the Joliet Steel Company on Archer avenue 
are out on a strike, protesting against the con- 
duct of a man named Hennessey. The latter is 
a contractor who has been awarded the job of 
removing ore from the ts to the company’s 
docks.

CUMBERLAND, Md., May 11.—[Special.|— 
Coal-miners of this region have made another 
proposition to the companies to appoint a coum- 
mittee to meet a delegation of the Knights of 
Labor in this city and effect a compromise. 
While the companies declare that they would 
rather close the mines than pay the additional 
10 cents per ton demanded, they are consid- 
erably troubled’ about the threatened strike, 
although they make such a bold front to the 
winers. The miners have set May lias the 
limit of time for the companies to treat with 
them. The miners in the Elx Garden region, 
West Virginia, are now nearly all out, and expect 
the Cumberiand men to join them the 15th. 
THe TRIBUNE correspondent, in a trip through 
the Cumberland and Elk Garden regions, found 
the miners determined. A committee has 
been sent to the Clearfield region, in Penugy!l- 
vania, to get that region out, so as to nave the 
three great regions all out together. This 
would be the largest miners’ strike on record. 
It would be the bardest pressure every brought 
on the operators. Intimidation is being prac- 
ticed by the miners at Eik Garden. Several 
miners who intended going into the mines 
to work have received threatening let 
ters. A miner named Ryan said he 
would enter the mine despite the 
strikers, but he was cowed when a committee 
of the strikers iutormed bim that he would be 
blown up in the mine with dynamite. The 
following circular bas been posted at the mines 
and tacked to the trees about the village: 

Men of Elk Garden: Dou't be discouraged 
at the idle rumors that are being circulated by 
some scoundreis, We know all the men that 
are trying to influence you to go to work at 
starvation wages and we would not like to for- 
get them in the sweet by-and-by. We 
know what owe are all doing and 
we have positive and reliable informa- 
tion that the Georges Creek miners 
will be with us heart and hand to the last man. 
We would not tell you this if it was not so, 
and all that is necessary for us to do to get the 
50 cents a ton is to stick together a few days 
longer, and victory will certainly be ours. 

P. 8.—Blacklegs, look out! We won't waru 
you again. CoMMITTEE.”’ 


ODGERS AND HIS WIFE 


He AppHes for a Writ of Habeas Cor- 
pus to Free Her from Restraint— 
Some Question as to Whether She 
Wants to Be Freed. . 

George C. Odgers of Polo, Ogle County, III., 
the disconsolate young bridegroom, made 
another attempt to regain bie wife yesterday, 
when, through his attorney, Gen. Martin Beem, 
he caused the issuance ot a writ 
of habeas corpus in Judge Rogers’ 
court claimimg the possession of his 
wife, of whom he says he was wrongfully de- 
prived. Yesterday's operation acted to a 
charm, with the single exception that when the 
cage door opened the bird refused to take unto 
herself wings and fly to the bosom of her ex- 
pectant husband. She preferred to remain 
where she was—at the residence of ber aunt. 
Mrs. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, on the south- 
west corner of Erie street and Dearborn ay- 
enue. : 

Odgers and Miss Bertha Sboop, a 19-year-old 
girl, both from Polo, were married in Chicago 
April 15 last. They took rooms at the Paimer, 
where they were found by detectives and sepa- 
rated. Mrs. Odger8 went with her aunt ou a 
trip to the South, while tne young husband re- 
turned to Polo and his notion store. Mrs. Ste- 
venson and her young niece went to New Or- 
leans, but finding time hanging heavily on their 
hands returned to Chicago. Odgers came 
back about the same time and placed his case 
in the hands of Gen. Beem, who held several 
interviews with Mrs, Stevenson, and, wishing 
to settle the matter in the quickest way, in- 
sisted that the young people should be allowed 
to have a quiet private talk and settle their 
differences between themselves. 

Odgers’ story is that Mrs. Stevenson was 
not inclined to listen to any of the over- 
tures made in that direction, but finally 
gave her consent. Last week Odgers 
and his wife came i together, but. 
so he says, the interview was rudely interrupt- 
ed by an impolite detective, who iusisted on 
staying in the room and abused Odgers. That 
broke up the interview, and the services of 
Gen. Beem were again brought into use. This 
time, it is alleged, Mrs. Stevenson absolutely 
refused to allow Odgers to enter her house. 
But when the habeas corpus writ issued, 
Odgers’ friends say, Mrs. Stevenson was will- 
ing to have thé interview occur. The majesty 
of the law seemed to overawe her. The writ 
was rather a formidable document. It set 
forth that Odgers was Married April 15 to 
Bertha Shoop by the Rey. T. P. Marsh, a Meth- 
Odist minister of this city. The next day Mrs. 
Stevenson swore out a warram before Justice 
Meech that he and his wife were living in open 
adultery, and they were arrested, but were 
discharged by the Justice. Mrs. Stevenson 
thea induced them to accompany a de- 
4ective to the  latter’s office to meet 
Mrs. Odgers’ mother. Mrs. Shoop, however, 
failed to materialize, but the detective was 
there and told them that Mrs. Stevenson bad 
sworn outa warrant for their arrest for larceny 
and they would be arrested unless Bertha 
would agree to go home with her aunt and stay 
with ber. Under this pressure Odgers agreed 
to let his wife go, and she was taken away 
April 16. Odgers now claims this consent was 
extorted by duress and under false representa- 
tions, and he asks that Mrs. Stevenson may be 
compelled to restore bis wife to him. 

Mrs. Stevenson finaliy consented to an inter- 
View yesterday, whivh lasted three long hours. 
At the end of that time Mr. Udgers is said to 
have emerged from tne house with a broad 
smile on his face and to have reported that his 
wite would return to him in a short time. 

Mra. Stevenson takes the same view. She 
also believes that the scandal will never go into 
the courts; but she differs with ber nephew-in- 
law in the littie matter of the possession of the 
girl.. When she admitted a reporter into her 
parior last evening she remarked: “J don't 
care to gain any more notoriety in this matter, 
and I much prefer that you see my attorney, 
Mr. Storrs. The Chicago papers have always 
treated me courteously until this matier came 
up. Since then they have said many things 
that were untrue. . There is no truth whatever 
in the silly story that I bave refused Ogders in- 
terviews with. mx niece. He bas come and gone 
whenever he wished, He is not the martyr he 
wishes the people to believe bim to be.“ 

“Then she remains with you of her own 
free will.“ . . 

She does, entirely, She now sees and real- 
izes the great mistake she bas made, and will 
never go back to him. Her brief acquaintance 
with him was enough. She is at liberty to go 
wherever she chovees, but she prefers to stay 
under my roof. And when they came here to 
carry her off by force they came to the wrong 
house, that’s all. They can’t have her unless 
she wishes to go. I would be a poor woman, 
indeed, if I did not offer to my niece the pro- 
tection she needs.“ 

“Then she applied to you for proteotion? 

No, that’s not exactly the way to put it. 
She did not apply tome. I am protecting her 
in her innocence, that's all.“ 

When the reporter lett he caught a giimpse 
of the object in controversy. Mrs. Odgers is a 
plump little brunet with a brown eye and a 
wealth of chestnut hair. Curled up on a wicker 
settee she appeared to be perfectly satisfied 
with her situation. . E

THE ITALIAN MURDER. ¢ 


The Expressman Turns Up—The Day’s 
Developments. 

Augustina Jurado, or, as his right name is, 

Gelardi, the supposed murderer of Filippo 

Caruso, was examined by the detectives yester- 


day in the Central Station. His statements 
show that he bas already prepared his line of 
defense and means to stick to it. He says that 
he went into the house at No. 94 Tilden ave- 
nue the Thursday the murder was com- 
mitted. He saw a trunk there tied up 
with ropes which answers to the de- 
scription of the trunk in which the body 
was shipped. John Azzoro and Sylvester Ig- 
nazzio were in the room. Azzorosaid: l'm 
going to Pittsburg, and am ina hurry. I wish 
you'd take the trunk down to the depot and 
have it checked for me.“ He said that he 
complied with this request and helped Ignaz- 
zio put the trunk on his shoulder and carry it 
down-stairs. Upon reaching the corner of 
Centre avenue and Madison street they bailed 
a passing expressman, who took the trunk to 
the depot. Gelardi said that he did not know 
what was in the trunk, and thought that 
he was merely doing a friendly act 
for Azzoro. His statement bears upon 
the face of it evidence of falsehood. A 
piece of baggage cannot be checked in any 
depot in the city without a ticket. Investiga- 
ton shows that Azzoro had noticket to Pitts- 
burg, and the baggagemaster is quite certain 
that a ticket was ehown when he checked the 
trunk. This fact throws more light or rather 
another cloud upon the subject. Gelardi did 
not purchase his tickets tor New York and 
Italy, as far ascan be ascertained, till Friday, 
the day after the murder.

THE STEERAGE POOL RESTORED. 
Representatives of the North German Lloyd. 
Hambure-American, Red Star, French, and 
Netherlands-American Steamship Lines met to- 
day and reéstaplisbed the continental confer- 
ence.

The Nether- 
lands-American rates will be $17. The con- 
ference decided alsoto open negotiations with 
the English lines with a view to reéstabiishing 
the North Atlantic conference. An English 
steamship official said today that the English 
agents would have to consult their home man- 
agers before they could take any steps in the 
matter. He did not think that the negotia- 
tions would bring about the proposed end. The 
English rates are now $15.

‘TROUBLE IN ST. JAMES’. 

A surprise is said to be in store for the Rev. 
Dr. Vibbert, rector ot St. James’ Episcopal 
Church, who is now in Colorado, but will be 
bome in about ten days. When hesubstituted 
the surpliced choir for the quartet the low 
churchmen in the congregation were not 
pleased, and ever since there has been an un- 
dercurrent of disgatistaction which was in- 
creased by some changes in the vestments. 
The latter were looked upon as tending toward 
Romanism. It was expected that the opposi- 
tion would manifest itself at the last parish 
meeting, and it did, but developed very little 
strength, the old vestrymen who had stood by 
Dr. Vibbert being reélected by a very 
large majority. There are still, 
some unreconcilea low churchmen, or 
rather women, and they are circulating a peti- 
tion expressing their sentiments regarding 
the innovations and ending, it is reported, with 
a request to the rectorto resign. Who bas 
charge of the paper or how many signatures 
have been attached is unknown, but a man 
who was asked to sign and refused said there 
were not many. The document, it is under- 
stood, is to be handed to Dr. Vibbert when he 
returns. His friends know ot its existence, 
but do not consider it worth while to do any- 
thing to counteract it. Inasmuch as the Bishop 
and more than nine-tenths of the congregation 
upbuid him in all he does, it is not likely that 
the minority will bave their way. 

„It is an unwarranted piece of imperti- 
nence,“ said one of the members yesterday, 
“for educated men, lawyers, and Judges, to 
make ex parte decisions in a case where the 
large majority are in favor of the things 
to which they are opposed. What is the sat- 
isfaction in running against a stone-wall and 
butting one’s brains out? The vestry has ap- 
pealed to Dr. Vibbert on every possible ground 
to discontinue the choral service or to modify 
it, but be declines, and the Bishop is behind 
him. Other churches have adopted it, and 
more are talking of it. Dr. Locke used to 
preach to empty benches in the evening: now, 
with this service, he has a full house. That is 
the way to argue it. The opposition will ex- 
pose the weakness of its case if it doesn’t watch 
out. There isn’t room enough in the church 
to hold the people, and the Building Committee 
bas in preparation plans to provide more sit- 
tings. Suppose the few don't like the service? 
They put themselves in an awkward position 
when they undertake to fight the majority. 
Dr. Vibbert will not resign.’’ 


TO SUSTAIN PRICES. | 

An organization has recently been formed 
by the manufacturers of and jobbers in Amer- 
ican watch-movements and watch-cases which 
is expected to bring about important results 
beneficial to the trade. The cutting of prices 
on standerd goods has always been the bane of 
che jobbing trade in all branches of merchan- 
dising. A manufacturer spends years of bard 
work and large sums of money in building up 
a name and fame which become through his 
efforts household words among consumers. He 
holds the goods which he manufactures at a 
stated price, and desires that they eball be 
sold py all jobbers—i. e.: by the men who stand 
between the mauufactnrer and the retailer— 
at a uniform figure. The minute a jobbing 
community gets to cutting prices on a favorit 
brand that minute that 
begins to lose money on that brand and be- 
comes disgusted. The coasequence of this is 
that said jobbing community drops that brand 
of goods altogether and refuses longer to 
handie it, switching off, maybe, to an inferior 
brand, and goes on cutting until trade is ut- 
terly demoralized, not merely in the jobbing 
centre where the fight started but ali over the 
country. Thus the manufacturer, who is not 
in the least to blame, finds the demand for his 
goods decreasing and sees himself at the mercy 
of a community of competing jobbers. The 
result of this is that neither the jobbers nor 
the manufacturers make any money. 

The recent watch-case war which proved so 
disastrous for manufacturers and jobbers has 
brought forth good results in bringing about 
an understanding between manufacturers 
and jobbers which is likely to prevent the re- 
currence of similar troubles in the future. A 
convention of jobbers was held recently and 
a National Association of Jobbers in 
American Watches” was formed. Simui- 
taheously with this convention a convention 
of manufacturers was beid to fix prices and to 
coéperate with the Jobbers’ Association to 
maintain them. The penalty agreed upon for 
the violation by any member of the Jobbers’ 
Association of the prices fixed upon was the 
complete cutting off of such a jobber from buy- 
ing any goods of any member of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. It was also agreed 
that no jobber who was not a member of the 
Jobbers’ Association could buy goods of any 
manufacturer in the Manufacturers’ As3ocia- 
tion nor of any. jobber at manufacturers’ 
pricés. A joint convention of jobbers and 
manufacturers was subsequently called, and a 
schedule of prices and discounts agreed upon. 
This cast-lron arrangement makes it 1mpossible 
for any jobber or m&nufacturer to break the 
market by cutting rates. These rates being 
fixed by schedule, any jobber or mantacturer 


‘who attempts to violate them becomes a sort 


of pirate whose throat it ig the interest of the 
trade to cut, and it is in the power of the joint 
association to cut it very effectually. This 
new move is expected to create a revolution in 
the watch trade. 

WEST PARK BOARD. 

„Long John Wentworth was at the meet- 
ing of West Park Commissioners yesterday and 
made a suggestion in regard to the trees which 
are now in their nurseries. His idea was that 
the trees should be set out on the Southwestern 
boulevard as soon as possibie.

MARKET QUOTATIONS, 
The statement from St. Louis that an ar- 


rangement was on foot by which the Western 


Union Telegraph Company was to send the St. 
Louis market quotations all over the country, 
and so make them the basis of the grain and 
provision trade, was viewed on ‘Change yester- 
day as an unmitigated piece of humbug. No one 
seriously beheved that either the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange or the Western Union 
contemplated any such scheme, and 
the general opinion was that the dispatch 
in question was a paid article, emanating from 
the bucket-shop interest. Some there were 
who thought the affair was an ingenious little 
dash of Western Union bluff to intimidate the 
Chicago Board of Trade from any further per- 
Sistence in witbholding universal ‘* tickers.’’ 
„So far as St. Louis quotations are con- 
cerned,’ said President E. Nelson Biake, there 
is nothing to binder them being sent out by the 
Western Union that I know of. They have 
been wortu just ae much any time during the 
last ten years as today. There will be no quar- 
rel between the Board of Trade and St. Louis 
unless some meddier makes it. Our quotations 
are just as free as can de to any respectable 
party making a proper use of them. The ob- 
ject of our recent action is to keep the market 
quotations from people who use them solely 


for gambling purposes, and in the exercise of 


due caution we are liable occasionally to de- 
prive a worthy person of his quotations. We 
are exercising extreme care solely because we 
see that the public all over are being imposea 
on by gambling schemes which derive respecta- 
bility from the fact of having our quotations. 
Here we are taking a high moral stand, and yet 
we are abused by part of the press, courts, 
luwyers, and the public, who simply don’t un- 
derstand the matter. I am sure that St. Louis 
‘merchants generally have no such aspirations 
or anticipations as those with which they 
are credited. We have the natural, selfish 
feeling to protect ourseives, but back of this 
the high moral sense that quotations shall not 
be supplied for purposes of gambling. I don't 
think we would cut off quotations from St. 
Louis even if they were sent all over the coun- 
try, unless supplied to disreputable parties. 
The whole scheme looks like a bucket-shop 
dodge to get our quotations through St. Louis, 
as all can get from us except bucket-shop men.“ 

Mr. James H. Milne, when asked his opinion, 
said: I don’t think any such dispatch was in 
the papers with the consent of either the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Exchange or the Western 
Union, inasmuch as the St. Louis Exchange is 
in full sympathy with our board and its efforts 
to suppress gambling transactions, and we 
have given the Western Union no cause for 
revenge that we know of. The dispatch reads 
like a paid article.“ 


LOCAL POLITICS, 

There seems to be an impression abroad that 
the only way in which the disputed Mayoralty 
contest can be settled is by proceedings some- 
whatin the form of acbancery suit in the 
County Court. This isamistake A speedier 
and perbaps more effectual mode of settling 
the question is by quo warranto proceedings. 
As soon as the Council shall declare Harrison 
elected Mayor aay eitisen may challenge bis 
right to serve in that capacity. It is provided 
in Chapter 112 of the Revised Statutes that 
the Attorney-General, or the State-Attorney 
of the proper county, either of bis own ac- 
cord, or at the instance of any individual 
relator. may present a petition to any 
court ot᷑ record of competent jurisdiction, or 
any Judge thereof in vacation, for leave to 
file an application in the nature of a quo war- 
ranto jn the name of the people of the State,“ 
questioning the right of any municipal officer 
to exercise the duties of his office. If there is 
probable ground for the proceeding the Judge 
may grant the petition, order the informaton 
to be filed and the warrant to issue. On the 
filing of the information the clerk of the court 
causes a summous to issue, returnable within 
five days after the issue of the writ, or if 
issued in vacation the first day of next 
term. If itis found that the person against 
whom the writ is filed is guilty of usurpation, 
a judgment of ouster may be rendered by the 
court. An appeal from such judgment does 
not act as a supersedeas. The party 
charged with usurpation cannot retain the 
office which he is charged with usurping. It 
was by quo warranto that Mr. Stauber pro- 
ceeded against Ald. J. J. McGrath of the Four- 
teenth Ward some years ago in this city. The 
case was tried before Judge Moran and a jury, 
and Mr. McGrath was ousted and Stauber ob- 
‘tained hisse at. The late Judge Letüngwell acted 
as McGrath's counsei then. The present Judge 
Prendergast was Mr. Stauber’s lawyer. The 
latter labored under the beijef that McGrath 
was entitied to bis seat pending the bearing of 


the appeal, but recent decisions, par- 
ticulariy that in the cuse of the Cairo 
contested election, show that this is 


not the case. Under the circumstances it 
would not be surprising if Judge Smith's and 
Mr. Finerty’s friends should proceed against 
Harrison and Devine by quo warranto. The 
latter have good cases. Having proved them, 
they would be entitied to enteron the duties 
of the offices of which they had been deprived 
Within afew months. The mode of contest by 
petition in the County Courtisa rather slow 
proceeding. It would be a year or more before 
a definit decision cou.d be arrived at.

THE POST-OFFICE. 


A further investigation of the Civil-Service 
law in reference to the Post-Office indicates 
that outside of night-watcnmen, janitors, and 
scrub-women the next Postmaster of Chicago 
will have power to remove nineteen persons 
only—that is to say, he will only have power to 
do so under thedaw—and Mr. Judd is a strict 
constructionist. The persons whom he can 
remove are one Assistant Postmaster, one 
Cashier; one confidential secretary, eight Su- 
perintendents of Sub-Stations, and eight De- 
partmental Superintendents. He cannot touch 
a lotter- carrier, a clerk, or an Assistant Super- 
intendent as long as they dotheir duty. The 
Pendleton Ciyil-Service law probibits that. All 
appointments to letter-carriersbips and clerk- 
ships must be made in accordance with the 
civil-service rules and by competitive exam- 
ination. The examiners here have been ap- 
pointed by the Civil-Service Commissioners, and 
consist of Capt. M. J. McGrath, Mr. Upham, 
and Mr. Rawlins. It is confidently expected 
by the “Democrats that the latter will be ro- 
moved at an early date.

LEMONT. 
The Town Much Disturbed at Night 

by Howling Mobs of Drunken Men. 
Lemont, III., May 11.—{Special.}—Tne mis- 
chievous element among the strikers continue 
to harass the men at work in the quarries and 
make things generally unpleasant about the 
town at night. Last night a German galoon- 
keeper gave a “christening party” to cele- 
brate the arrival of a young Lemonter, an off- 
spring of his own, and as à consequence beer 
and whisky flowed freely, and the young toughs 
of the town became drunk and boisterous. 
About 2 o’clock this morning some of the 
drunken gang marched through the town 
bowling and singing, and made toward 
the ‘‘gunboat,” on which the Deputy 
Sheriffs were quartered, the tug Ariel. The 
crowd stopped a short distance from the tug, 
and made night hideous with shouts and cat- 
calls. The deputies paid no attention to the 
racket, however, and the gang marched off up- 
town again, where one of them fired two shots 
from a revolver, Hut no one was injured. 
Some of the pranks of this gang were lud 
crous. This morning the men at work in the 
Excelsior quarry, two miles s outh of the town, 
awoke to find their boardimg-shanty draped 
in mourning from top to bottom. Tue 
men who went to work at the Enterprise 
quarries at Sag-Bridge Saturday, and who were 
accorded military protection by Col. Bennett 


quit work today on account of the anonymous 
threats they had received from the leaders of. 
the gang Sunday. Accordingly Col. Bennett 
withdrew his detail of soldiers. The men at 
this quarry say they will go to work tomorrow 
if the Lemont mendo. The men in the employ 
of the Singer & Talcott Company beiore the 
strike were paid for one week's work prior to 


the strike today, and 104 of them told 
Mr. Kimball that they would report 
for work tomorrow morning. Since 


then a great many more of them have been to 
see Mr. Norton, -the company’s Superintend- 
ent, and asked for work. It is now admitted 
that the backbone of the strike has been 
broken and that three-fourths of the strikers 
willgo to work tomorrow morning. There 
was a great deal of drunkenness about the 
streets today in cousequence of many of the 
shiftiess strikers having received their money. 
Forty-five men went to work at singer & Tal- 
cott’s main quarry this morning. 

At3 o’clock this afternoon a meet of 
laborera was beld in Dorre’s Hall, at which the 
majority voted not to go to work tomorrow, 
but whether this action will have any influence 
upon the men who have decided to go to work 
in the morning remains to be seem. 

The drunken gangs that were seen on the 
streets througbout the day disappeared from 
their accustomed baunts early tonight, al- 
though the saloons are more than ordinarily 
well patronized. A scheme was fixed up by 
some of the ringleaders of the gang today to 
beat a few of the men who have been working 
when they were going nome tonight, but the 
first man tackled was more than a match for 
his adversaries. He was set upon in a saloon, 
but be knocked one of bis assailants down 
and a general row was about to begin, 
when Mayor Norton rushed in and stopped 
it. An idea prevails that when the men who 
have promised to go to work turn out tomor- 
row moraing they will be met by gangs of bull- 
dozers and intimidated. A surprise is in store 
for them, however, if they attempt any acts 
ot intimidation... If the men do not go to work 
in Singer & Talcott's quarries tomorrow morn- 
ing the company will immediately bring 200 
men from Chicago and put them to work under 
the protection of the militia. A force of 
Deputy Sheriffs is making the rounds of the 
streets tonight, and a system of signais 
bas been arranged that will bring the militia 
trom camp ina few minutes should anything 
occur. The meeting of the laborers this after- 
noon bas bad a very depressing influence upon 
the men who want to work tomorrow, and it is 
thought that they will be afraid to go to the 
quarries. Yesterday Mr. Earnshaw of the Bo- 
denschatz & Earnshaw Stone Company was 
warned secretly that an attempt would be made 
to burn his residence that night. He profited 
by the warhing, and put a concealed watch on 
guard. About midnight last night four or five 
men met on the sidewalk opposit his house., 
and after a conference one of them went into 
thé yard and inspected the premises. As tne 
fellow was going out of the ‘the watebman 
fired a shot, and the incendiary party took to 
their heels.

EAST-BOUND PASSENGER COMPLICATIONS. 

The Local Committee of Chicago Passenger 
Agents of eastward-bound roads held a meet- 
ing yesterday at the office of Joint-Agent T. C. 
Moore. It was hoped that some action might 
be taken in regard to the fixing up of east- 
bound passenger complications. But nothme 
could be done as the representative of the 
Chicago & Atlantic failed to put in an appear- 
ance. This road refuses to énter into the pro- 
posed ayreement for the reason that under ex- 
isting circumstances it could not be carried 
out. It bad  nheretofore always tried. 
to maintain existing agreements, but 
the other roads violated them. Those roads, 
the Atlantic people say, have largely reduced 
their time in running trains and offer superior 
facilities. Their road has not yet been able to 
provide equal facilities and therefore cannot 
be expected to charge equal rates. 

The prospect for bringing about a peaceable 
settiement is not encouraging, as it will not be 
possible to maintain uniform rates so long as 
some of the roads refuse to join inanew agree- 
ment. 

A meeting of the Central Passenger Aesocia- 
tion. cumposed of the roads west of the West- 
ern terminus of the trunk lines and east of the 
Mississippi River, will be held at Cleveland to- 
morrow, to see if Commissioner Pierson’s pro- 
posed agreement cannot be adopted. ‘The 
same causes which prevent an agreement by 
the Chicago roads will prevent the carrying out 
of Mr. Pierson’s scheme. A number of roads 
besides the Chicago & Atlantic refuse to join 


| the proposed Central Passenger Association, 


and so long as they hold out Mr. Pierson’s 
efforts will prove unavailing. 


WESTERN AND NORTHWESTERN RATES RE- 
STORED. 


The freight rates to all Western and North- 
western points were restored to ante-war fig- 
ures by the various roads yesterday. 

The General Managers of the various roads 
meet again tomorrow to complete the organi 
zation of the five pools to be known as the 
„Missouri River Traffic Association.” Fears 
are entertained that new complications may 
arise at this meeting to prevent the immediate 
carrying out of the new poo's. There will no 
doubt be some difficulty in selecting arbitrators 
to fix the percentages for the range-cattle 
and the Council Biuffs and Omaha 
local pools. Some of the roads are 
rather opposed to letting those percentages 
be fixed by arbitration, and they wili make a 
strong effort to get the Managers themselves 
to agree upon the percentages. There ia but 
littie prospect, however, that percentages can 
be fixed by agreement between the various 
roads. The selection of a Commissioner or 
joint agent will also call forth considerable dis- 
cussion. It is the opinion of all the roads but 
one or two that Mr. E. P. Vining should be se- 
lected for the position, and but for the opposi- 
dom of the Burlington he would have been 
chosen. Mr. Vining is considered the 
best-posted man on Missouri River and 
Western traflic, having had many years’ 
experience, and he is an expert ge- 
countanot and most competent bookkeeper, 
qualitications necessary in  satisfatoriiy 
performing the duties of the new position. His 
strict impartiality in carryiug out the tripartite 
contractis heid up asa reason why the Burling- 
ton and the other roads not in the tripartite 
combination could expect entirely fair and im- 
partial treatment trom him. If Mr. Vining 
cannot get the position, it is almost certain 
Monroe, Assistant General 
Freight Agent of the Union Pacific, will have 
the piace. 

It ie certain, however, that, nomatter what 
the outcome of tomorrow's meeting will be, 
the rates will not be reduced to the low figures 
that have prevailed during the last two or 
three weeks. The principal object of the Man- 
agers in coming to au agreement was to bring 
ubout the restoration of rates, as the roads 
were suffering severely un account of losses 
resulting from the low rates. This having 
been accomplished and the millmg-in- 
transit troubles having been permanently 
adjusted, the roads will not be in such great 
hurry to make concessions to each other to 
get the Western pools in working order, as 
there is no danger that any of the roads wil 
again reduce the rates below paying figures. 
THE PROPOSED CENTRAL TRAFFIC POOL. 
The General Managers of the various roads 
between the Western termini of the trunk 
lines and the Mississippi River will meet in 
this city tomorrow for the purpose of furthor 
considering the proposed formation of a Cen- 
tral Traffic Association in order to bring about 
the maiutenance of east-bound freight rates. 
Very littie hope is entertained, however, that 
the proposed pool can be consummated. It is 
hard to see how, under existing circumstances, 
east-bound freight rates could possibly be 
maintained. The Eastern trunk lines are 
taking che business now from their lake 
connections at very low rates, and the all- 
rail lines must meet those rates if they mean 
to get any business. It is impossible to carry 
out a central pool without the codperation of 
the trunk lines, and the latter cannot codper- 
ate owing to the dissensions among themselves. 
If the trunk lines could unite and form a pool 
they could easily hold their Western connec- 
tions in check whether thé latter pool their 
business or not. But the West Shore is de- 
termined to keep aloof from all entangling ar- 
liances with the other trunk lines and deter- 
mined to fight it out with the New York 
Central. Since the opening of lake nav- 
igation it is in an excellent condition 
to fight, as it has formed an allianée 
with the Anchor Line of steamers between 
Butfaio and Chicago, which gives it an inde- 
pendent through line from Chicagoto New 
York until navigation closes. It is now mak- 
ing long-time contracts st 12% cents on gram 
from Chicayo to New York, and this will neces- 
sarily prevent the rail lines from getting @ 


much bigher rate. 
The trunk lines, for the reasons

TROUBLE ON ACCOUNT OF A CIRCULAR. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 11.—{Special. |—With- 
in the last three weeks the officers of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway were 
surprised to receive a copy of a circular 
which was said to have been distributed 
on all passenger-trains leaving Chicago 
over that road. This circular cau- 
tioned travelers against going into Manitoba 
or any of the British possessions of the North- 
west, the war now in progress there and inev- 
itable Indian massacres to follow being 
brought out as the main features for irfiu- 
encing emigration to another, channel. The 
copy of this claimed circular which was re- 
ceived dy the Milwaukee & St. Paul officials 
was accompanied by a slip from the Winnipeg 
Times’ editorial columns, setting forth that the 
referred-to practice was being regularly car- 
ried on by the Milwaukee & St. Paul people, 
and making bitter comment against the rail- 
road, which, the paper claimed, was pursuing 
this course in hopes of diverting the travel 
from Manitoba to points on its lines in Dakota. 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent A. V. H. 
Carpenter immediately telegraphed the railway 
company’s agent at Winnipeg to make a prompt 
and explicit denial of the road’s having had uny 
knowledge of the objectionable circular’s ex- 
istence, to say nothing of its distribution on 
trains or cisewhere. It was then discovered 
that a man connected with the local staff 
of the Winnipeg paper had been responsibie 
for the attack on the railway company. 
He \reiterated the statement which he bud 
published, declaring that the circular had been 
handed him on a Milwaukee & St. Paul train as 
it was pulling out of Chicago, but said the per- 
son giving itto him was an entire stranger. 
The affair was thoroughly sifted through the 
railway company’s detective department, and 
it was positively learned that no general dis- 
tribution of the obnoxious document had been 
made on trains or at stations, Buta few days 
later the matter was awvain heard from. In- 
formation came to the Milwaukee & St. Paul's 
passenger department that the agent of 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Road in 
Canada, was circulating Canadian papers con- 
taining the copy of the troublesome circular 
and the Winnipeg paper’s editorial comment. 
The Canadian papers copying this refused to 
explain further than to say that it was clipped 
from the Winnipeg Times, but insinuated that 
it was paid for at regular advertising rates.

TERMINAL DIFFICULTIES. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 11.—(Special.|— 
The Manitoba Railroad Company today notified 
the Minneapolis & St. Louis officials that they 
can neither use the new union station in this 
city nor ruh their trains over the tracks of the 
former road between Minneapolis and St. Paul 
after June 1. In consequence tne Minneapolis 
& St. Louis has commenced the erection of a 
building of ite own, to be used temporarily, at 
the corner of Third street and Fourth avenue. 
North, near their old freight depot. The St. 
Paul & Duluth Railroad is also to be sbut 
out of the union and is fitting 
up quarters in the old passenger 
station on Fourth avenue, North. Full infor- 
mation as to the exact condition of affairs is 
difficult to obtain, owing to the reticence of 
railroad officials. vice-President Truesdale of 
‘the St. Louis Road was seen, and admitted that 
bis compauy had been notified that it would 
be shut out of the union station and its facili- 
ties for reaching St. Paul cut after June 1. He 
also acknowledged that his people were bulld- 
ing a new depot for. temporary use. Regard- 
ing the making of arrangements for reacbing 
St. Paul, he stated tnat they were now pending, 
but he could make public no information re- 
garding them. 

As thereis only one way of reaching St. Paul 
at present, however, aside from the Manitoba, 
it ie inferred that an effort will probably be 
made to rua over the Milwaukee tracks until 
the completion of the new Northern Pecific 
Short Line, which the St. Louis will probably 
use thereafter. The trouble which culminated 
in the termination of the agreement between 
the Manitoba and St. Louis has been brewing 
for some time. The latter road supposed for 
a time that it bad asatisfactory contract, inas- 
much as it was paying a big percentage of ali the 
passenger receipte for terminal facilities, but 
the Manitoba brought in a new contract more 
exacting than the first. This the St. Louis offi- 
cials refused to sign, and then the trouble be- 
gan. Rewarding the Duluth Road, it is sup- 
that they were tired of paying all their 
earnings for the privilege of running to me 
Union Station, and preferred to resume busi- 
ness at their old quarters. 

THE LACKAWANNA RETRENCHING. 
Syracuse, N. I., May 11.—|Special.|—A re- 
port was circulated in this city yesterday that 
at a meeting of Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western directors in New York Saturday the 
resignation of W. B. Pheips, Superintendent of 
the Uswego & Syracuse Division of the road 
was offered and accepted, The report was 
confirmed today trom semt-official sources. 
The Oswego & Syravuse and the Syracuse & 
Binghamton Divisions will be united as one 
under the management of W. K. Niver of Syr- 
acuse, who for many years has abiy managed 
the latter division. Reports say that bis head- 
quarters will remain here. It is said that the 
change will involve the retirement of Roadmas- 
ter Murphy, Train-Dispateher Ferrell, and 
Assistant-Superintendent Pierce, and that the 
Oswego shops will be removed to Scranton. 
Mr. Pheips will continue to have charge of the 
extensive property of the road in Oswego, and 
will be the company’s general agent there. 
Mr. Niver says that he has not as yet received 
officiai notice of the change. It is said that 
the change is made to retrench in expenses. A 
large number of men will be thrown out of 
employment in Oswego. Superintendent 
Pheips’ connection with the road as Superin- 
tendent dates back to May 8, 1867.

Tue foreign dispatches bring the intelli- 
gence of the death of Ferdinand Hiller, one 
of the oldest and most esteemed of the Ger- 
man musicians, teachers, and composers. His 
reputation in his art hus become world-wide, 
not alone for his own contributions to it, but 
from his association with many of the great 
composers who have preceded him, notably 
Meydelssohn. He was one of the few sur- 
vivors of the old school, and his death will 
be mourned in many lands and by a host of 
his scholars who have attained to eminence 
through his skill as a teacher. He had the 
acquaintance of Beethoven and was on terms 
of friendly intimacy with such great musi- 
cians as Schumann, Mendelssohn, Liszt, Cho- 
pin, Rossini, Berlioz, Spohr, and others. 
His fame among musicians is perhaps most 
closely connected 
conductor of the Lower Rhine festival: and 
as the founder of the Cologne Conservatory. 
He also held high rank as a literary man, as 
is shown by his published letters and his 
fascinating memoir of Mendelssohn which 
appeared some years ago in Macmillun’s 
Magazine. Unlike most eminent musicians, 
he. was singularly genial and affable and 
drew about him an immense circle of friends 
and admirers. His influence upon the music 
and musical societies of Germany, and even 
upon French and English music, was very 
great. He was to Germany what Auber was 
to France, and the two composers had many 
personal points in common. 


THE CANAL CLAIMS, 

Tue ‘TRIBUNE has on several occasions 
exposed the character of the canal claims 
again before the Legislature and shown them 
to be absolutely without merit. But this is 
not enough. It is necessary to keep the mat- 
ter steadily before the public in order that 


the various constituencies throughout the 


State may hold their representatives in 
check and make them understand that they 
cannot vote for allowing these claims without 
inviting public censure to such a degree that 
they will probably never succeed ia future 
appeals to the popular suffrage. There is 
no justice in these claims, and every member 
of the Legislatuze who shall vote several 
million dollars out of the State Treasury to 
meet them will rest under the suspicion of 
having yielded to improper influences. 

Assuming that the general history of the 
case is now familiar to the public, it is suffi- 
cient to make the following points against 
the proposed payment of these claims: 

1. The scrip was issued as an evidence of 
the State’s indebtedness at a time—following 
the panic of 1839—-when the State was un- 
able to pay cash. It was accepted by cred- 
itors of the State generally in preference to 
a mere book account of indebtedness, be- 
cause it could be used for the payment of 
taxes and served as currency at a varying 
rate. In electing to take the scrip in pay- 
ment of claims the creditors released the 
State from all other obligation save the re- 
demption of the scrip. 

2. The scrip thus issued was subsequently 
redeemed by the State and paid in full, in- 
cluding the interest thereon. It was first 
funded into State bonds, and the bonds were 
subsequently redeemed. The original hold- 
ers of the scrip got their pay in cash with in- 
terest it they retained their scrip; if they 
parted with it before it was redeemed by the 
State they did so voluntarily and because it 
suited their convenience to pay off their own 
debts in this manner. They were only par- 
tial losers by the temporary depreciation of 
the scrip, and it was not the fault of the 
State that they lost anything, for the State 
ultimately paid off the scrip at its face 
ee 

3. The State was bankrupt. This fact was 
advertised to the whole world. But it did 
not repudiate its debts nor did it ask a dis- 
charge from liability on the score of bank- 
ruptcy. It said that it would pay when it 
could, and issued certificates of indebtedness 
as a pledge of good faith and receiyed them 
in the meantime in payment of taxes and 
other claims of the State against citizens. 
When the State took up this scrip at par it 
acted the part of an honorable bankrupt and 
did all that could be expected of it legally 
or morally. 

4. The old canal claims ‘nave been before 
the Legislature, State commissions, and the 
courts several times, and they were finally 
adjudicated in 1855 by a commission of three 
eminent citizens, who made an award of 
nearly $150,000, which was accepted by the 
claimants in full settlement. That of itself 
is a bar against all claimants who submitted 
their claims to that tribunal. On this and 
on all other occasions when the merits of the 
canal claims have been investigated the de- 
mand tor indemnification on account of the 
depreciation of the scrip has been disallowed 
for the reasons given. 

5. The pretense that these claims against 
the State are now in the hands of the orig- 
inal sufferers from the depreciation or their 
heirs is for the most part fraudulent. They 


are to a great extent presented by speculators 


and their attorneys, and any award which 
the State might make on a sentimental basis 
would be divided on a very practical basis, 
the attorneys and claim-agents getting the 
lion’s share. It would be very rich pickings 
for the ring, for, while the claims included 
in the bill now before the Legislature amount 
to only $2,000,000, principal and interest, the 
precedent of allowing this batch would pro- 
pare the way for another batch even more 
formidable in amount, and before the State 
could finish with them the public Treasury 
would be plundered of several millions. 
There is no better reason for this attack on 
the State Treasury than the fact that the 
State is out debt—solvent and able to pay. 
This would be an equally good reason for 
blackmailing everybody who has managed his 
affairs well enough to pay off all his debts in 
tull and to accumulate a surplus or acquire a 
large credit. A business-man who has found 
it necessary in the course of his career to 
make notes and has subsequently paid them 
in full would not recognize the justice of 
being asked to pay them again in whole or 
in part because they had passed from one 
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! THE REBELLION IN THE NORTHWEST 


The rebellion against the Canadian Gov- 
ernment in the Northwest seems to have be- 
come a double-header—one head having a very 
distinct grievance and the other no real griev- 
ance at all. On the one hand, the half-breeds 
have madeaciaim for certafn land rights, 
and have, wisely or unwisely, taken up arms 
to secure them. On the other hand, the In- 
dians have taken advantage of the Riel up- 
rising to make war for the mere sake of 
fighting and plundering. They have no rea- 
son to be dissatisfied with the Government's 
policy,which has always been kindly towards 
them. So far as the Government itself is 
concerned they have no grievance except 
such unreasonable spite as people might have 
who have been accustomed to roam at will, 
and who fancy that they are injured by all 
white occupaney of land. 

Ot the two uprisings that of the Indians 18 
the most formidable, and it is notable in this 
respect that at last the Dominion Government 
is in @ position te appreciate the responsibil- 
ities which have hitherto been imposed upon 
our own. A good deal of harsh and unneces- 
sary criticism has been passed upon our 
Indian policy by the Canadians, and they have 
provokingly called attention more than once 


‘to their pacific relations with their own 


Indians, the ease with which they were gov- 
erned, and the perfect satisfaction prevailing 
on both sides. No account was made of the 
diverse conditions, however. The Canadian 
Indians were occupying undisputed territory. 
There was no possibility of collision between 
them and the whites, because their lands were 
far removed from the territory occupied by 
the latter. They were not on reservations. 
They could roam where they pleased, When 
the Government took the place of the Hudson 
Bay Company it began to gather them 
on reservations and prepared the 
way for civilizing them. The Canadian 


Pacific Road has also opened up their coun- 
try to settlement, and now they are confront- 


ed by a constantly-swelling tide of immigra- 
tion, ‘similar to that against which our In- 
dians have vainly struggled, The conditions 
are now similar, and the Canadian Govern- 
ment may expect more and more of Indian 
trouble in the future, and will have to lay 
down an Indian policy which may embarrass 
it even more than we have been in dealing 
with our tribes, Certainly the latest move 
of the Government does not indicate that it 
is considering the question with much know!l- 
edge of the Indian character. Its proposi- 
tion is to extend the franchise to all Indians 
within its borders. This is absurd—first, 
because the Indians know nothing of the 
civilized methods of governments; sec- 
ond, because they care nothing for the 
franchise; and third, because it is the 
hight of absurdity to make citizens of per- 
sons who depend upon the Government for 
their support as its wards, From another 
point of view the policy is dangerous, as it 
opens up the amplest opportunities for cor- 
ruption. However all this may be, the Gov- 
ernment has found itself with an extensive 
Indian war on its hands, and one which is 
likely to prove still more extensive if Gen. 
Middleton should meet with disaster. If the 
Government is wise it will stamp out the In- 
dian side of the rebellion at once and not 
waste any time in talking about enfranchise- 
ment; otherwise it will grow into a very ex- 
pensive and possibly very disastrous war. 
While there should be notemporizing with 
the Indians, it is not creditable to the Do- 
minion Government that it does not settle 
thé grievances of the half-breeds by negotia- 
tion. That they havea very clearcause for 
complaint is shown by the offers of the Gov- 
ernment to compromise. They demand and 
they are entitled to homesteads as the orig- 
inal settlers of the lana: The Government 
has affirmed the reality of their grievances 
and it ought to settle with them in a 
generous manner. The proposition to 
make a grant of land to the en 
tent of 160 acres to every half- 
breed in actual occupation and of scrip to a 
corresponding amount, redeemable at the 
rate of $1 per acre, to those whose occupa- 
tion is disputed, simply places the large ma- 
jority of the half-breeds at the mercy of 
speculators who would buy up the scrip at a 
discount and thus obtain control of valuable 
lands worth far more than adollar an acre. 
There is in reality no question to meet but the 
land question, as, this once settled, all the 
others would soon be dropped. There is 
nothing unreasonable in the demands of the 
half-breeds for certificates of 160 acres for 
heads of families and twenty-four acres for 
their children. These would be fair terms, 
and the half-breeds would unquestionably ac- 
cept them, end the war, and leave the Gov- 
ernment free to settle its Indian difficulty un- 
hampered by the half-breed complication. 


THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN AGREEMENT. 

The announcement of Earl Granville, the 
Foreign Secretary, that a conference on the 
Afghan boundary question had been held be- 
tween the Russian Minister in London, the 
Earl of Kimberly, Secretary for India, and 
himself, and that an agreement had been ar- 


rived at which was perfectly satisfactory to 
England and Russia and to Lord Dufferin, as 


representing India, is tantamount to an as- 
surance, on the surface at least, that a peace- 
ful solution of the question at issue will be 
reached, So far as the violation of the com- 
pact of March 17 is concerned—which bound 
both the Afghans and the Russians not to ad- 
vance pending the settlement of the boundary 
question—tliat is a matter of little conse- 
quence, It is not the main issue in dispute 
and it was substantially settied when En- 
gland allowed Russia to occupy Penjdeh, 
The important point now reached is that 
Russia has accepted the principle of arbitra- 
tion, and this is a great point gained when 
it is considered that the concession is made 
by an autocratic Government. Either Russia 
was not ready for war or some unusually 


strong influences must have been brought to 


bear upon the Czar, whose word is absolute 
and who could have had warif he had wished 
it irrespective of the wishes of any one else, 
to induce him to stop and reason about the 
matter and to pay some heed to the dictates 
of humanity. Perhaps this influence has 
already been pointed out by us as growing 
out of the strong family ties which exist be- 
tween Germany, 
Whatever it may have been, by her consent 
to arbitrate Russia has declared herself as 
willing in future to see if a controversy can- 
not be settled in some other manner than by 
the sword. 

It now remains to be seen of course 
whether Russia will prove loyal to whatever 
agreement she may have made with England, 
supposing a decision should be made adverse 
to her policy of a further advance towards 
Herat; but the balance as it now stands is in 
favor of peace. Should Russia, in defiance 
of all agreements, continue her advance to 
the point of occupying Herat even, Mr. Glad- 
stone is none the less to be commended for 
the bold and manly position he has taken for 


a peaceful settlement. No act of his life has 


Russia, and England. 
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of a storm 

he has "pela by his conviction that 
everything should be conceded compatible 
with honor rather than plunge headlong into 
war for the sake of a distant and comparatively 
worthless strip of territory. It has also given 
him a splendid vantage ground for the future. 
If in the face of all these concessions Russia 
should foree @ war the moral advantage 
would all be on Englaud's side. But from 
the present outlook it would appear that the 
war-cloud which has been so threatening has 
at last dissipated, and the sun of peace is 
once more shining. 


WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 

If people could always get things right the 
first time of trying, all the valuable knowl- 
edge in the world might soon be crystallized 
into book form, and there would be little use 
for newspapers. It is the fact that some- 
thing new is continually being brought to 
light that makes the latter useful. This re- 
mark is pertinent to the news about spring 
wheat in the Northwest. It has been said 
again and again that the conditions ab- 
solutely forbid a wheat yield in that region 
this year anything like equal to that of 1884. 
The low price at which wheat sold last au- 
tumn and winter was said to have discour- 
aged plowing and caused the prac- 
tical. abandonment of large areas, 
while ‘the lateness of the spring has 
been more recently cited as preventing 
a change from that condition of things. Yet 
we are now told, on apparently good author- 
ity, that there isa big increase in the seed- 
ing for next crop, amounting to 25 per cent 
in Dakota and 10 per cent in Minnesota, A 
warrantable inference from this is that the 
spring-wheat crop of this year will be large 
enough to reduce materially the shortage due 
to a partial failure of the winter-wheat crop, 

Of course, it was to be expected that the 
news of the latter would stimulate the for- 
mer. It was the first gleam of hope that has 
fallen across the wheatfields of the North- 
west for many months. Not long ago it 
really looked as if the situation there offered 
no inducement for further settlement by 
farmers, and the news sent to the Old World 
in regard to it did much to discourage emi 
gration to the United States this year from 
the overcrowded countries of Europe. It is 
too late now to permit an extensive change 
of plan in that direction in 1885, but the al- 
tered conditions may be the means of indu- 
cing aw revived current of emigration next 
year. 

Also the news of yesterday about our win- 
ter-wheat prospects was much more encour- 
aging than that of last. week. There were 
still some who insisted that the grain will be 
nearly a 50 per cent failure, but a higher 
temperature did a great deal to revive confi- 
dence here, especially as some telegrams said 
the wheat had not been injured by the cold 
ot last Week half as badly as was thought 
then. There is thus reason to hope that the 
wheat crop of the United States this year 
will prove large enough to meet all needs 
when helped out by the surplus from our last 
crop. That surplus was a large one, It may 
be of interest to note that if we only raise 
850,000,000 bushels this year it would make 
a total of over 900,000,000 bushels for last 
year and this, and that the half of that quan- 
tity leaves a very respectable lot for export 
after supplying home needs. It is perhaps a 
recognition of this fact that has made free 
sellers in our market at the better prices that 


have recently prevailed, though they have 


believed the predictions of a short crop, in 
which, on the whole, we are inclined to put 


confidence. | eb 


LIES ABOUT CHICAGO. 

The remarkable and unvarying prosperity of 
Chicago creates a hostility in other commu- 
nities which finds expression in constant mis- 
representations calculated to impair the con- 
fidence of the country in the future of this 
city. The work of rebuilding after the fire 
of 1871 necessitated the borrowing of large 
sums of money, which was readily fortheom- 
ing from the capitalistic centres of this coun- 
try and Europe, and this cireumstance fur- 
nished the opportunity for charging during 
many years that Chicago was mortgaged be- 
yond all hope of redemption and would some 
day be sold out, bedily under the hammer. 
As the mortgage indebtedness was steadily 
and rapidly reduced this libel was no longer 
possible, and then every available pretext 
was sought to disparage the city. A couple 
of weeks ago, when the people were holding 
meetings to denounce the frauds and 
outrages at the municipal election and 
to encourage a contest of Harrison's 
title, the most wildly exaggerated reports 
about vigilance. committees and mob law 
found circulation among the newspapers, 
though there was not.the slightest warrant 
for them. A handful of Socialists jn this 
city are in the habit of holding Sunday meet- 
ings, two or three chronic agitators deliver in- 
cendiary speeches, and once in a while there 
is a street-procession of a hundred Com- 
munists followed by a rabble of boys. These 
events, which are not of sufficient importance 
to attract even passing attention in Chicago, 
are magnified in the newspapers of other 
cities into the most imminent and frightful 
demonstrations of the Anarchists, threaten- 
ing immediate destruction of property, loss 
of life, and lasting injury to business, The 
lies about Chicago are either made ‘out of 
whole cloth or-else they are woven upon a 
slight fabric of truth and given an appearance 
altogether unwarranted by the facts. The 
late fire in the lumber district has been 
treated in this fashion. The extent of the 
loss has been absurdly exaggerated. It has 
been placed all the way from $1,700,000 to 
$2,000,000, which is about four times the 
actual loss, and it has been regarded as the 
forerunner of another general conflagration 
which is sure to come sooner or later. The 
fact is that the loss incurred is not as serious 
as the destruction of one of our principal 
business buildings would be, and the fire was 
no more perilous than conflagrations which 
are oceurring every day in our large cities. 
But it has afforded another opportynity for 
creating an unfavorable impression about 
Chicago, which is designed to increase the 
rates of insurance and injure business. Ag 
a matter of fact, there is no city in the 
United States so well protected against fire 
today as Chicago is. There is a great com- 
fort in reverting to these current slanders on 
Chicago to remember that they have been 
going on in one shape and another for many 
years, and during all that time Chicago has 
continued to grow in population and busi- 
ness. The American people seem to under- 
stand that there 's a conspiracy among jeal- 
ous communities to bear Chicago, and 
prefer to be governed by the facts rather 
than by malicious theories. Hence Chicago 
and Chicago people can afford to let the slan- 
der go on so long as there is no basis for it.

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Ax effort is now being made to improve 
the daily statistics of the Chicago Board of 
Trade by bringing them up much nearer to 
date than is the rule at present, ‘The receipts 
by rail are practically two days late, the fig- 
ures representing the movement of a given 
day being gathered the next day and massed 
for posting the second morning. Thus the 
aggregates of the figures posted during the 
six days ending with Saturday really show 
the receipts in this city for a week that ends 
with Thursday. The matter is still more 
complicated by the fact that the Custom- 
House returns of the movement by lake are 
brought down nearly to the ostensible date, 
so that the figures giving the total of 
the movement are not made up from 
uniform data, The reports of shipments 
correspond much more nearly to the actual 
time of issue. It is easy to see from this 
that any comparison of the two sets of figures 
for the purpose of ascertaining the change in 
magnitude of stocks during the week will 
not give results that can be depended on. 
They may be entirely misleading. They 
have misled in the ‘past, and especially so 
when they are supposed to warrant the be- 
ief that the official report of stocks in store is 
in error. The latter is made up by the Ware- 
house Registrar for the actual close of the 
week, and shows what the fact is, except 
with regard to grain afloat in the winter 
season. We may add that the report of visi- 
ble supply, as compiled by the Secretary of 
the Chicago Board of Trade for the close of 
each week, is based on the Registrar’s figures, 
and is not a mere estimate, as has been 
hinted more than once by parties outside 
this city. It may seem strange that the 
daily statistics should be so far behind the 
fact as is stated above; but it is easy to un- 
derstand that the difficulty of keeping the re- 
port up with the occurrence increases in 
much greater ratio than does the magnitude 
of the movement itself. That is, it is more 
than twice as difficult now as when it was 
only half as large. 


ACCORDING to’the reports trom : Springfield 
the Democrats, under the leadership of 
Haines, propose to invent technical pretexts 
for keeping Mr. Weaver out of his seat sim- 
ply because he is a Republican and was 
elected as a successor to a deceased Demo- 
crat.

In the House of Lords today Earl Granville, 
replying to an interrogatory put by the Marquis 
of Salisbury, che Conservative leader, said the 
Government was unabie at present to make 
any statement about its jntenuons respecting 


the Soudan. 

Lord Hartington, Secretary for War, stated 
in the House of Commons this afternoon that 
the decision reached by the Government in 
regard to the Soudan practically involved 
the abandonment of the advance on Khar- 
teum. Lord MHartington, continuing, said 
that the Government had resolved to make 
Wady-Halfa the most advanced position as a 
permanent defense of Egypt. The British 
troops would be withdrawn as soon as the Nile 
rises. It is expected that the rism will ocour 
about the end of May. The withdrawal of tne 

‘YRoops: involved the abandonment of the en- 
gagement to advance to Khartoum. This 
statement was received with cheers from the 
Government benches. Efforts will be made, 
said the War Secretary, to establish an 
administration in the Province of Dongola and 
to complete the Nile railway as a commercial 
enterprise. Gen. Lord Wolseley, Lord Hart- 
ington said, had advised the Government to re- 
tire to Assouan fromthe Soudan. Gen. Wolse- 
ley attached great importance to sending 
armed boats to Egypt to be used in patrolling 
the Nile. The Government have no intention, 
the speaker said, of evacuating Suakin until 
some arrangement can be effected for bolding it 
against hostile Arabs either by England or some 
other civilized country. At present Suakin could 
not be held without a fight. Osman Digma, El 
Mahdi’s chief lieutenant, for many months 
past bas been besieging the place, and has fre- 
quently declared himself determined upon 
driving the garrison into the Red Sea; there- 
tore the holding of Suakin was a military and 
not a political>question. In regard to the

Hartington said he was unable to state 
what was the definit intention of the Govern- 
ment, but he thought he would soon be able to 
make a statement of their intention.

THE CONSERVATIVE ONSLAUGHT. 

No sooner had Mr. Gladstone quit speaking 
than the Conservatives opened upon bim and 
his Government the bitterest attack within 
their power to make. This was led by Lord 
George Francis Hamiiton, member from Mid- 
diesex. Lord Hamilton is being strongly 
pushed forward by the Tories as a leader in the 
Commons. He was Under-Secretary ‘for 
India from 1874 to 1878, and spoke with 
some degree of authority. He secured the 
occasion for making bis attack by moving the 
consideration of the amendment given notice 
of by Sir Stafford Northcote, the present Con- 
servative leader in the Commons, Friday. 
Tuis amendment is on the second reading of 
the consolidated fund bill, for a fresh vote of 
censure against the Government, and con- 
cludes in the following words: 

The House having shown their readiness to vote 
upplies refuse their assent until informed of the 
present policy and purpose for which the money to 
be granted is to be applied. 

Lord Hamilton, in moving consideration of 
this amendment, said: 

„ The Right Honorable, the Marquis of Hart- 
ington, Secretary of State for War, has just 
made the most extraordinary statement which 
ever fell from a Minister in this House. After 
adnouncing their intention of taking Khar- 
toum, the Government bave announced to- 
night the abandoning of the Soudan 
after baving murdered 6,000 or 10,000 men. 
Yet the Government expect this House to 
acquiesce silently in their policy. The greatest 


danger to the country is the incapacity of the 


men ia office.. [Conservative cheers.] The 
Government have surrendered every one of 
the questions between them and Russia. The 
Prime Minister hus altogether abandoned the 
attitude by which the Government obtained 
the vote of credit. The great objection I have

Mr. Chamberlain, President of the Board ot 
Trade, taunted Lord George Hamiiton with in- 
consistency in asking for information from a 
Government that could not be relied on. Mr, 
Cbhamberiain said the House would be unable

THE AFGHAN BOUNDARY. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon Earl 
Granville, Foreign Secretary, stated that a con- 
ference on the Afgban boundary question had 
been held between himseif, the Earl of Kim- 
berly, Secretary for India, and Baron de Staal, 
Russian: Minister at London, which resulted in 
an agreement perfectly satisfactory to En- 
giand, Russia, and the Earl of Dufferin. 

In the House of Commons Mr. Gladstone an- 
nounced that he was about to presentto the 
House some most important papers in regard 
to the foreign policy of England in ber rela- 
tions with Afghanistan. He then mentioned 
an arrangement similar to that outlined by 
Earl Granviile, and hoped that the arrauge- 
ment agreed upon would be made the subject 
of a convention with Russia. 

Says a Calcutta dispatch: An official state- 
ment from Ear! Dufferiy approving Mr. Glad- 
stone’s policy would do much to reassure the 
public here, but the Viceroy remains silent.“ 

According to a report in circulation at Sunla 
the Ameer bound himseif to insist upon a 
frontier passing through three points, the 
names of which the Government refuses to dis- 
close.

In the 
pending arrangement with Russia Earl Gran- 
ville maintains the right to hold exclusive rela- 
tions with the Ameer, who will communicate 
with the foreign Powers through the Indian 
Government. 


TRIAL OF CUNNINGHAM AND BURTON. 

The trial of James G. Cunningbam and 
Harry Burton on the charge of treason-felony, 
for alleged complicity in the dynamite out- 
rages at Westminster Hall and the Tower of 
London, was begun this morning iu the Central 
Crimina! Court at the Old Bailey Building. The 
trial took place before Sir Henry Hawkins of 
the Queen's Bench Division of the High Court 
of Judicature. A panel of 100 jurymen was 
summoned trom which to secure a jury for the 
trial. The defense were. allowed thirty-five 
challenges, but only fifteen men were objected 
to before a jury was obtained. After the jury 
had been sworn, Attorney-General James 
opened the case for the prosecution. He 
stated that they expected to prove that Cun- 
ningbam was guilty of causing the explosion 
at the Tower of London, and that Burton 
was the autbor of the outrage at the 
Victoria Railway Station. As soon as the 
Attorney-General had concluded his address 
the taking of testimony was begun. The court- 
room was thronged with people, who followed 
the proceedings closely. Many policemen were 
on duty in and around the court-room. After 
a short session the trial was adjourved until 
tomorrow. The evidence submitted today was 
only a repetition of the testimony at the pre- 
liminary trial. a ' 

Judge Hawkins granted permission to 
Messrs. Little & Richards to interview the pris- 
oners and they proceeded to Newgate Prison 
to do so. The Governor of the prison refused 
to allow Messrs. Littie & Richards to bold a 
conference witb the alleged dynamiters unless 
the wardens were present during the inter- 
view. The counsel then protested against such 
a proceeding and refused to hold an-interview 
with their clients under such restrictions, but 
the Governor still adhered to his determina- 
tion. The counsel finding their protests were 
in vain retired, but will complain to the court 
tomorrow of the action of the Government. 

The great reason why there is such particu- 
larity in admission to the precincts of the 
prison and court-room is said to be because the 
authorities have information that two dyna- 
miters gave arrived from New York, traas- 
shipping at Bremen, with improved dynamite 
machines prepared to blow up the court-room 
just as the prisoners are removed. 

GERMANY. 

The Reichstag today took up the debate on 
third reading of theT ariff bill. Prince Bis- 
marck anuounced that a treaty nad been sub- 
mitted to the Bundesrath, giving concessions 
to Spain on the duties of southern fruits, in re- 
turn for which Spain had renounced ber claim 
te exemption from duty on rye. He hoped to 
present the treaty to the Reichstag during the 
present session. 

Herr Decken (Guelphist) opposed the pro- 
posed duties on cereais on the ground that their 
adoption would weaken the chances for 
the return of the royal house of Hanover. 

Prince Bismarck replied that be greatly re- 
gretted that the Gueiphs still clung to the 
utopian idea of the restoration of the house of 
Hanover. He designated such conduct as high 
treason, and added that they would find the 
gates against which they were directing their 
assaults firmly closed. 

The duty of three marks on rye and wheat 
was approved by the Reichstag. 

The formal announeement of the appoint- 
ment of Herbert Bismarck as Under-Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs was made today. 

OTHER IRISH AFFAIRS. 


A new trial of the action for libel brought by 
Secretary Cornwall of the post-office against 
William O’Brien, Member of Parliament and 
editor of United Ireland, has been ordered, The 
first trial, in which Mr. Cornwall placed his 
damages at £5,000, went against him. 

The Vatican opposed the introduction of the 
question of the relation of Irish Episcopacy 
with the English Government into the program 
of the Bishops’ reunion in dome.

While | am not prepared to 
adopt this view of the law, it would be well to have 
this question finally determined for future guid- 
ance. 

The question is already raised in a bill for an 
injunction against this road, and the large proper- 
ty-holders on Adams street, between Clark street 
and Michigan avenue, can prevent tho road being 
laid if the law be that the petition of the property- 
owners is essential inthe case of a company or- 
ganized under the Horse and Dummy act. If this 
petition is necessary, then the ordinance passed is 
so much waste paper; if it is not necessary, I do 
not find any other objections to raise to the ordi- 
nance, as it is properly drawn, with the usual con- 
ditions for the protection of the city. Hence, I 
deem it inexpedient to interpose a veto to this or- 
dinance.

CITY HALL NEWS. 

The building of the sewer in Main street 
will be started today by W. J. McNichols, the 
contractor. 

Thore is great delay in street improvements, 
particularly in the business district, on account 
of the underground work wanted by cor poru- 
tions and private individuals, and not thought 
of until the improvements were actually be- 
gun. The Street Department is powerless in

Among the causes of death cholera infantum 
fiyures in sixteen, scariet-fever in five, diph- 
theria in nine, other zymotic diseases in thirty- 
four, phthisis pulmonalis in fourteen, menin- 
gitig in eighteen, and bronchitis in eighteen 
cases. lowest death-rate, one in 6,000, pre- 
vailed in the Third Ward: the highest, one in 
1,600, in the Fourth Ward.

About a month, ago Miss Nellie F. Phillips of 
New York City commenced a $50,000 suit against 
William L. Catherwood, formerly of Oconomowoc.

came acquainted with Catherwood in 1865, when 


she was only 19 years old, and engaged to one 
Joseph Wood. Catherwood pushed his addresses 
with such boldness and tact that she broke off her 
relations with Wood, being so “pleased with the 
defendant and loving the defendant so much that 
at bis often-repeated request she promised to mar- 
ry him. When, however, she requested him to per- 
form his promise and vows he always pleaded 
poverty and other excuses, but at his “ begging 
solicitations"’ that the marriage engagement 
should be quickly and soon consummated by mar- 
riage she surrendered herself to him entirely and 
allowed him a husband's rights before she had his 
name. By reason of his alleged fickleness, how- 
ever, and failure to keep his promises she claims 
her life is ruined and der interest in lite de- 
spaired of,” and that she has suffered great damage 
to the extent of $50.000.

The Cole Case Dragged Back into Court. 

A few duys ago, on motion of Mrs. Cole’s attor- 
ney, Judge Gardner dismissed the divorce case of 
Eleanor Cole against Frank F. Cole, after an order 
had been made for a decree and the payment of $50 


a month alimony. Yesterday Mr. Jenks, on de- 
half of Mr. Cole, made an application to the 
Judge to have the order of dismissal set 
aside, claiming that he had had no notice 
of the applhecation. He charged that Mrs. 
Cole had dismissed her suit without prejudice 
merely to be able to harass Cole by repeated suits 
for separate maintenance. The announcement of 
the Judge that the complainant might have a de- 
cree of divorce was tantamount to the verdictof a 
jury, and if she wished to dismiss her case she 
should have done it before the announcement.

A Romance of Two Cities.

DOWN ON EBILEY. 


A Democratic View of One of Cleve- 
land’s Recent Appointments, 

The following on the appointment of A. M. 
Keiley as Minister to Italy is from the Milford 
(Pa.) Dispateh, one of the best known and 
bitterest Democratic sheets in the East: 

Mr. Anthony M. Keiley of Richmond, Va., 
who was lately appointed Minister to Italy, 
whose King he abused iu a speech some years 
ago, has been appointed Minister to Austria, 
the present King-of Italy, son of the one as- 
Balled, baving caused it to be intimated to our 
Government that Mr. Keiley would not be ac- 
ceptable to the Roman court. There seems to 
have been a fixed determination at Washington 
to make Kelley a Minister to some fureigu 
country. But the wisdom of sending him to rep- 
resent the United States at any European court 
may well be questioned. His speech against 
Victor Emmanuel may.be pardoned, but his 
recent speech, in explanation of bis rough re- 
marks respecting the action of that potentate 
against the Pope, as a temporal ruier, is inex- 
cusabie. In this he stated the fact that the 
Italian difficulty had been settled and he ac- 
quiesced, as be did in the settlement of the 
late troubles in this country, although the set- 


tlemont of the latter involved “‘a gross and 


bloody violation of pubiic rights.” That is to 
say, be acquiesces in the putting down of the 
Rebellion because he cannot boip himself, and 
is now a lo;al citizen of the United States 
througb compulsion and under protest, believ- 
ing and feeling all the while that the action of 
| the Government in asserting its constitutional 
authority and saving the Union and the coun- 
try from destruction was a gross and bloody 
violaton of pubiic rights.” it will strike 
the reader as strange that Mr. Keiley bas 
consented to hold office under a Government 
thus guilty of so beinous a wrong, and it will 
also strike the iogical reader as strange that 
Mr. Keiley should be deemed capable of honest- 
ly representing, and serving a Governmeut 
against whose rightful authority be so lately 
entered such a gross and bioody protest! 
We admit that it is a matter of but little 
moment whom we may send as Minister to 
Austria. Indeed, it would by just as well, per- 
haps. if not better, if we should not send any 
representative to Vienna, thus saving the 
amount of the Minister’s salary and the other 
expenses of the Legation. But, since we do 
send Ministers where they are not needed, men 
sbould be chosen for these as well as for other 
and necessary missions who are patrioticaliy 
attached, in heart and soul, to their own 
country and to its Government and flag. It 
is a very gross inconsistency to select men to 
represent our Government abroad ho are 
not in sympathy with it, and, especially, men 
who believe that it owes its saivation and 
present existence to “a gross and bloody 
violation of public rights,“ as Mr. Kelley de- 
ciared a few days after he had been ap- 
pointed Minister to Italy, and only a few 
days before he was appointed Minister to 
Austria! In bis private and confidential 
conversations with officials and friends in 
Vienna, Mr. Keiley may be expected to ex- 
press sincere regret that the Southern Con- 
federacy was not established, and, of course. 
that the Goverument of the United States 


was able to save itself from destruction.
